No, F. l-25/70^Schools.IV, — In exercise of powers 
vested in them vide Article 6 of the Mem- 
orandum of Association of the National 
Council of Educational Research Sc Training, the Gov- 
ernment of India vide their Gazette Notification No. F. 
1-25/70-Schools 4, dated the 3rd November, 1970, ap- 
pointed Shri Batuk Singh, retired Controller General of 
ence Accounts and formerly a member of the Union 
Public Service Commission, to review the recruitment 
policies ^lnd procedures of the Council with the follow- 
ing terms of reference : - 

(i) To review the recruitment policies and procedu- 
res adopted by the Council since its establishments and 
to recommend policies and procedures suitable for the 
Council in the context of its present role. 

(ii) To examine the allegations of irregularities in 
recruitment contained in the representation to the Union 
Minister for Education by some M,embers of parliament 
and report on them. 

2. Shri Batuk Singh submitted his report on 31st May, 
1971. A summary of the recommendations as furnished 
by him in the report U annexed to this resolution. 

3. Government have examined the report in con- 
ultation with the Executive Committee of the N.C.E.R. 
T. and in exercise of the powers vested in them under 
Article 6 of the Memorandum of Association of the 
Council, Government hereby direct that action shall be 
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taken by the Councile on the Recommendations made in 
the reports as indicated below : — 

(a) th)Q following r'ecommcn, dictions concerning 
recruitment procedures and allied matters 
should be implemented by the Council imme- 
diately and necessary rules, regulations or 
orders in that behalf us may be required should 
be issued by the Council : — 

Recommendation Nos, 1, 2, 3, 15, 20, 23, 24, 
32, 33, 35, 37, 38, 39, 40, 41, 42, 43, 
44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 51, 53, 54, 55, 56, 
59, 60, 61, 62 and 63. 

(b) Recommi^ndation No* 49 suggests the entrust- 
ment of 'consent recruitment’ of class 1 and II 
Staff to the Union Public Service Commission* 
With the implementation of various measures 
recommended in the Report for improving re- 
cruitment procedures in the Council, it is felt 
that there will be no necessity for the Coun- 
cil availing themselves of the assistance of the 
U.P.S.C. Under the circumstances, recommen- 
dation No. 49 need not be implemented. 

(c) Recommendation Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 

11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 19, 21, 22 and 36 
may be examined by a Committee of Acade- 
mic Experts to be appointed by the President 
of the Council and the matters may then be 
considered by the Executive Committee, 

(d) Recommendation No, 25 is to be implemented 
subject to suitable provision being madre for 
relaxation in exceptional cases particularly for 
candidates living outside India. , 

(e) Recommendation No. 26 is to be implemented 
subject to the modiiication that the Chairman 
of the vS'^lection Committee need not neces- 
sarily be a retired member of the U.P.S.C, as 
it may not always be possible to Secure the 
services of such a person for every selection 
Commitl&c. 

(f) Recommendations Nos. 27, 28^ 29, 30, 31 and 
34 may be considered in detail by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the N.C.E.R.T. and final 
decision taken by it. 

(g) Recommendation Nos. 50, 52, 57 and 58 need 
not be imp]>emented. In matters such as trav- 
elling allowance etc., the N.C.E.R.T. should 
follow as far aS possible the practice prevailr 
ing in tb,e Central Universities as regards 
academic staff and for non-academic staff the 
Council should follow the practice followed by 
by th'c Government of India. 

4. Government note that Shri Batuk Singh has held 
that “a majority of the complaints lodged against the 
Council’s management have been found to have been 
exaggerated or are unproved in the sense that they are 
not supported by available documentary evidence,” He 
has, however, pointed out serious deficiencies in the pro^ 
oedures adopted by the Council. Government hope that 
with the implementation of the various remedial mea- 
sures suggested by Shri Batuk Singh, the deficiencies 
found in the administration and recruitment procedures 
will be r;;moved. 

5, Government have noted that out of the seven cases 
of alleged irregularities in appointments investigated by 
Shri Batuk Singh, the undermentioned three cases in- 
volved relaxation of qualifications. These were recom- 
mended by properly constituted Selection Committees : — 

(a) Appointment of Lecturer (now called Assist- 
ant Project Officer) in the Department of Social 
Sciences. 

(b) Selection of Shri G. Raju as Reader in Zoology, 


(c) Recruitment to the post of Reader in Physics, 
Regional College of Education, Bhopal. 

About the fourth case Government note that Shri 
Batuk Singh found that regarding complaints on the 
selection of staff for the Data Processing and Educa- 
tional Survey Unit, no proof existed in support of the 
charge that the Selection Committee was influenced by 
regional or personal considerations in making selections; 
and the charge of mala fides against the Selection Com- 
mittee has not be-cn substantiated. Government, how- 
ever, not^ that initially the list of candidates for inter- 
view had not been prepared carefully. 

As regards the remaining three cases, two cases per- 
tain to long term ad hoc appointments and one relates 
to irregularity in appointment. Government have noted 
that the Executive Committee has already taken neces- 
sary steps to s^t right the matters in this regard. 

6. Government would like to plac'^ on record their 
appreciation of the services rendered by Shri Batuk 
Singh in the conduct of the enquiry entrusted to him 
and in submitting a valuable report. 

ORDER

SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS AS GIVEN 
BY SHRI BATUK SINGH IN HIS REPORT ON THE 
RECRUITMENT POLICIES AND PROCEDURE OF 
THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF EDUCATIONAL 
RESEARCH AND TRAINING 

1. The N.C.E.R.T. must quickly compile its own 
regulations on as comprehensive a scale as possi- 
bte. 

2. The N.C.ER.T. need not follow in minute detail 
the procedures approved by the Government of 
India for recruiting their own employees; 

3. Recruitment by ‘personal contact” of handpicked 
top men are bound to be few and far between; 
each selection will have to be dealt with on 
merits; 

4. The “essential” and ”d. 3 sirable” qualifications of 
all jobs under the NCERT should be listed in 
detail and got approved by the Establishment 
Committee. Any subsequent amendment there- 
to should also be similarly approved; 

5. The wordings of qualifications, whether “essf.;n- 
tial” or “desirable”, should be free from vague- 
ness, imprecision or anibivalance; 

6. The number of alternative qualifications should 
be drastically reduced; 

7. The practice of locating ^Compensating” quali- 
fications should apply to “desirable” qualifica^- 
lions only; 

8. Where a “Ph.D.” Degree is included under 
“essential” or “desirable” qualifications, no alter- 
native or “equivalence” to it should be insert- 
ed; 

9. There should be a brief but definite code of 
relaxations of qualifications which should be 
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iQtelligiblc, explainable, equitable and unavoid- 
able; 

10. The NCERT employees should complete with 
“Open Market” candidates on the basis of com- 
plete equality for all “Academic” posts. They 
should be eligible to do the same in case of 
“Non-Acadcmic” posts also; 

11. The relaxation of age-limit in the case of (em- 
ployees of the Council should be up to a maxi- 
mum of five years; 

12. The Head of the Department, Director / Joint 
Director, and the member concerned of the 
Establishment Committee should not take more 
than ten days’ time each for screening applica- 
cations; 

13. When the difference between two candidates is 
marginal, the benefit of the doubt should go to 
the second candidate also for the purpose of the 
“interview”; 

14. The Advisers' names should be kept strictly con- 
fidential. 

15. The advisers should, as far as possible, come 
from every region and part of the countiy. The 
weightage enjoyed by Delhi so far in this res- 
pect deserves to be drastically abridged; 

16. The same advisers, howsoever eminent, should 
not be called over and over again; 

17. The same members of the Establishment Com- 
mittee should not be invited to do the final 
screening of the applications J.or a post and 
also requested to sit in the election committee 
for selecting candidates for the sam^ pc^st; 

18. If there is any dilTerence of opinion among 
“Advisers” /Experts, the post should be re-ad- 
vertised and a fresh selection committe,e assembl- 
ed for making selections; In that event, the “Ad^ 
visers’yExperis should also be changed; 

19. The Chairman of all selection committee con- 
vened for recruiting class 1 & Class II (Gazetted) 
posts should be an outsider, preferably, a retired 
member of the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion; 

20. Full explanation must be given for the grant of 
advance increments; 

21. The “Reserve List” should not be viewed as 
current if it is more than a year old; 

22. The “Resrerve List” of candidale*sl should bo 
treated as a confidential document to be kept 
by the Director; 

23. Every time a selection committee meets, its 
members should be requested to keep the con- 
tents of its proceedings strictly confidential; 

24. A successful candidate given a higher jading 
should not be paid less than the one who is 
lower down in the merit-list as complied for the 
same post; 

25. Candidates should not Ixj considered “in absen- 
tia”; 

26. The Selection Committee for ail Gazetted posts 
in the Council should consist of ; 

(1) A chairman who should be a retired member 

of the UPSC (He should be nominated by 
ihc President of tho Council.) 

(2) Director/Joint Director; 


(3) Chairman/member of the Establishment Com- 
mittee; 

(4) Head of the Department concerned except 
where the Head of a Department/Professor 
has to he selected; 

(5) Two experts — ^Thrce for all posts of Pro- 
fessors/Head of a Department; and 

(6) Secretary, N.C.E.R.T, (He will be the Con- 
vener) . 

27. The composition of the selection commitlce for 
all Class II (NomGazeUed) and Class 111 
posts at the Headquarters of the Council should 
be as follows : — 

(1) Chatrman—JoinL Director; 

(2) vSccretary; 

(3) A suitable nominee of the Director not be- 
longing to the NCERT organisation; 

(4) Under Secretary (Administration /Recruit- 

ment). He will be the Convener. 

28. A selection committee consisting of the Secre- 
tary and Under Secretary (Administration/Re- 
cruitmcnt) will choose ah Class IV employees. 
The latter will be the Convener. 

29. In the R^egional Colleges of Education, the ex- 
isting procedure in respect of filling Class )i 
(NornGazetted), Class III and C4ass IV vacan- 
cies is by and large all right and should con- 
tinue. 

30. A percentage of vacancies on the Non-academic 
side should be reserved lor promotion from 
below; This i>crcentagc, when decided, should be 
published for general information. This pro- 
cedure may also be applied on the academic 
side on a limited scale, viz. to the grade of 
lecturers or Research OUlccrs, if found feasible; 

31. The composition of the deparl mental promo- 
tion committee for selecting candidates to fill 
these vacancies should also be notified; 

32. Annual Confidential reports should be card Lilly 
written. They should be fee from subjectively, 
bias or prejudice; 

33. The Director of NCER4' should compile a com- 
prehensive list of “Do's” and “Dont’s” lor the 
writing of confidential reports. The writers o: 
confidential reports should themselves be assetis- 
ed on their performance on this account in their 
own confidential reports; 

34. “Out-of-Turn” promotions should be given only 
to thos^e who are really outstanding and every 
possible precaution taken to ensure that these 
promotions do not degenerate into an exercise 
in rank favouritism; 

35. “Deputationists” should normally be either ob- 
sorbed in the appropriate cadres of the Council 
or 1 C turned to the parent body within a period 
of two years or so; 

36. If the “Referees” mentioned in the application 
forms arc not consulted, or, as it is known, their 
views, if consulted, do not carry much their 
with the selectors, the relevant column in the 
application form should be deleted; 

37. ”y4t/-/ioc” appointments should be made only 
sparingly and should not last more than a year. 
Long term planning of stall requirements is 
essential; 

38. Steps should be taken lo ensure that no ad hoc 
appointee exploits his service in such appoint- 
ments for pay, promotion and confirmation if he 
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h subsequently selected for u regular/tfemporary 
vacancy under the Council; 

39^Cfcnlralisalioa of recruitment of all Chiss 1 and 
Class II posts at Headquarters of NCERT is a 
sound step and should continue; 

40. When no candidate is found suitable at a selec- 
tion 'and an ad hoc appointmjCnt has to be made 
out of the rejected candidates, this appointment 
should also be made with the full concurrence 
of the same selection committee; 

41. If an outsider is invited to serv,e the NCERT in 
an ad hoc capacity, it should be ensured that he 
is fully qualified in terms of job requireni'mt be- 
fore he is appointed; 

42. If a class J or class 11 ad hoc -appointment in 
a Regional College is expected to last for more 
than six months, the covering approval of the 
Chairman of the Establishment Committee or 
the Director, NCERT, should be obtained; 

43. The entire process of recruitment should be 
gone through within a period of six months; 

44. An officer of the status of Assistant Secretary 
supported by -an adequate number of suitable 
clerical stalf should be in sole charge of the re- 
cruitment cell of the NCERT; 

45. rbe holders of ail noivgazctted temporary posts, 
academic or otherwhe, be given the benefit of 
quasi-permanency under ihe same rules as apply 
to the Central Government Servants; 

46. The "Select List” and the “Reserve List” should 
nut he for oul-of-step with the number of vacan- 
cies given in the relevant advertisement; 

47. A candidate selected for one post should not 
bi shitted to another post of an entirely differ- 
ent character. Similarly, inldj'lransfcr within 
the NCERl' should be between posts which are 
of a like nature. 

48. The daily paid workers ol. the NCKRT should 
lie placed on the same looting as those under 
other Central Government organisations. 

49. The Union Public vScrvice Commission may be 
requested to take over as “Consent Recruitment” 
the filling up of all Class I and Class H posts 
of the entile NCERT Organisation, including 
promotions; 

50. The present rate of honorarium to the advisers 
be raised to Rs. 100/- per day Llnl^c^is they 
hap]:>en to be Government Servants; nlternatively 
a daily allowance of Rs. 75/- may be given to 
thpm; 

5L AlR/tACC: travel be sanctioned more liberally 
to those advit?ers/expcrts who have to cover long 
distances; 

52. Members of the Establishment Committee be 
paid Rs. 50/- as honorarium for screening each 
set of -applications irrespective of their members; 

53. Long notice (between four to six weeks) should 
be given to outstation advisers; 

54. A special cell be created in the Administrative 
Wing of the NCERT and NCERT and a suffici- 
ently experienced officers be put in- charge of it to 
sortout ail claims and counter-claims about senior- 
ity and to draw up seniority lists of various cate- 
gories of stall in accordance with the orders of 
the Ministry of Home Alfairs as modi lied from 
time to lime by rulings given by courts of Law. 
This cell can look into all mutters pertaining to 
peuTon/provident fund rules, pay k allowances 
in dispute etc. 


55. Advance planning of requimment of Teaching 
staff should be undertaken to minimise the en- 
gagement of short-term instructors; 

56. Other things being equal, preference should be 

given to tne employees of the Council in filling 
up short-term vacancies appropriate to their 

educational qualifications and experience; 

57. Anyone appointed “Inchargc” of a post by the 
competent authority in addition to his own duties 
should be compensated for dual responsibilities 
on the scale sanction^ed by the Government of 
India; 

58. The benefits which a Government Servant, who 
is stagnating at the maximum of his pay scale, 
is getting or may got in future, should be made 
applicable to the NCERT' employees also; Study 
leave Rules may have to be liberalised foreign 
countries should be provided to as may persons 
as possible; 

59. Vacancies occurring in the Academic Staff should 
be filled quickly; 

60. A second look at the present “Regulations” of 
the NCERT may be had to secure their ad,equ- 
acy, clarity and non-volunerability in a Court of 
Law; 

61. A quick luview of the long-term needs of the 
NCERT be made at an early date and perma- 
nency be conferred on as many posts as possible 
thereafter; 

62. The NCERT should make every effort to fill the 
scheduled castes and Scheduled Fribes quota in 
its ranks as early as possible; 

63. The principals of tire Regional Colleges should 
have a slight edge over tneir professors in the 
matter ol total emolumenls.
